Death of Ja m es Dinsmore 


News reaches us of the death ot 
Ja m es Dinsmore, so long known as one 
of the leading attorneys ot Whiteside 
county. 
IIis death occurred Wednes­ 
day evening, 
August 2*5, a t Lowell, 
Mass. 
No particulars are given. 
Mr. 
Dinsmore’s health had not been good, 
but there was no indication tha t the 
end was near. 
He suffered a severe 
illness last winter, but seemed to he 
getting better, and 
the last letter 
received from the east indicated that 
his condition was encouraging. 
Ja m es Dinsmore was born in Wind­ 
ham. N. H., in l ' h . 
He received his 
early education there and conceived a 
liking for the law. 
He attended D a rt­ 
mouth college and 
graduated from 
tha t institution in 1841. 
He was ad­ 
mitted to the bar 
and 
began the 
practice of law 
in Lowell, 
Mass., in 
1»I1. 
He was quite successful there, 
hut was not satisfied with the east, so 
he moved west in 1*56 and settled in 
Sterling. 
He was one of the success, 
t'ul and prominent 
attorneys of this 
section for a number • of years, being 
associated at different times with 
a 
man by the name ot Graves, then with 
Mr. Stager,

with his sou Ja rvis Dinsmore. 
A few 
years ago he gave up the practice of 
law and moved 
to 
his farm and in 
May, 1902, he went back to h iso ld home
